6. Prior to July 5, 2003, the claimed invention of the subject application was disclosed 
in an Invention Disclosure Form. A true copy of an Invention Disclosure Form is 
attached as Exhibit A, except that the copy has been redacted to remove all 
references to dates. 
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7. The partially-redacted copy of the Invention Disclosure Form (i.e., Exhibit A) 
evidences the conception, and reduction to practice, of the subject matter claimed in 
the subject application prior to the July 5, 2003 filing date of Medvinsky.
